SUMMARY: DELEGATES PROM 1 1 MEMBERS OP ECONOMIC COMMISSION 
FOR WEST ASIA (ECWA), NUMBER WEST AND EAST EUROPEAN 
COUNTRIES, CYPRUS, PAKISTAN, TURKEY, USSR, AND US, PLUS 
PLETHORA OF REPS FROM UN AND ARAB SPECIALIZED AGENCIES, 

SPENT MAY 24 THROUGH MAY 29 GENERATING GREAT DEAL OF 
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VERBIAGE BUT NOT MUCH OE SUBSTANCE ON SUBJECT OE 
TECHNICAL COOPERATION AMONG DEVELOPING COUNTIES (TCDC). 
ALTHOUGH EINAL REPORT AND RECOMMENDATIONS WERE DRAETED 
SOLELY BY ECWA MEMBERS, OUR FEARS AND THOSE OE EEC COUNTRIES 
THAT THIS WOULD LEAD TO UNACCEPTABLE RESOLUTIONS 
(REF B), PROVED UNEOUNDED. ONE OE EARLY DRAET RECOM- 
MENDATIONS OBTAINED BY US DELEGATE CONTAINED TROUBLE- 
SOME LANGUAGE CALLING ON DCS TO REMOVE LEGISLATIVE 
RESTRICTIONS AGAINST TRANSEER OE TECHNOLOGY TO LDC'S. 
HOWEVER, ALTER OUR DEMARCHE TO CHIEF OF DRAFTING 
COMMITTEE LATE MAY 28, THIS LANGUAGE WAS DROPPED IN 
FINAL RECOMMENDATIONS PRESENTED AND ADOPTED MORNING 
MAY 29. SINCE REPORT AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF CONFERENCE 
LIMITED TO BLAND EXHORTATIONS EOR CLOSER TECHNICAL 
COOPERATION, US DELEGATE JOINED EEC COLLEAGUES IN NOT 
OBJECTING TO EITHER RECOMMENDATIONS OR REPORT. 

DETAILED EINAL REPORT OP CONPERENCE DELIBERATIONS AND 
CONPERENCE RECOMMENDATIONS, PLUST TEXTS OF NUMEROUS 
SPEECHES AND PAPERS GIVEN BY VARIOUS PARTICIPANTS 
BEING POUCHED JUNE I TO lO/DHP EOR GLAZER. END SUMMARY. 

1. PARTICIPATION AND COORDINATION: THROUGHOUT MEETINGS 
US DELEGATE, EMBASSY ECON CHILE BUCK, COORDINATED 
CLOSELY WITH EEC REPS. EVENING BEPORE CONPERENCE 
BEGAN, REPRESENTATIVES OP BELGIUM AND NTHERLANDS WERE 
LED TO BELIEVE THAT PLO WOULD ATTEND MEETING ON SAME 
BASIS AS ECWA MEMBERS AND OTHER COUNTRIES. THIS LED 

TO CONSIDERABLE CONPUSION WITH DUTCH ASKING FOR INSTRUCTIONS 
AND BELGIANS AND PRENCH NOT REGISTERING TO ATTEND 
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CONFERENCE UNTIL ALTER OPENING. DUTCH APPARNTLY 
NEVER RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS AND DID NOT REGISTER AS 
PARTICIPANT. AS IT TURNED OUT, PLO WAS SEATED AS AN 
OBSERVER (REP B) AND PLO REP AWNI M. BATTASH ATTENDED 
ONLY THE OPENING SESSION OP CONPERENCE MAY 24. 

PLAESTINIAN ISSUES DID NOT ARISE AT CONFERENCE. 

2. IN EARLY SPEECHES, REPRESENTATIVES OP THE ARAB 
PUND EOR ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT (APESD) AND 
CYPRUS ASKED SOME PENETRATING QUESTIONS ABOUT 
PRECISELY HOW TCDC WAS SUPPOSED TO WORK, WHO WOULD PUND 
IT AND WHAT THE ROLE UP UNDP AND REGIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 
WAS SUPPOSED TO BE. QUESTIONS RASIED COULD HAVE LED 

TO CONSIDERATION OP SOME SORT OP NEW ORGANIZATION OR 
CONSIDERABLE STRENGTHENING OP ECWA. KUWAIT DELEGATION 
MADE CLEAR THAT KUWAIT, THE HOST FOR THE CONPERENCE, 

WAS NOT ENTHUSIASTIC ABOUT SETTING UP ANY MORE INSTITUTIONS. 
DISCUSSIONS THEN BECAME BOGGED DOWN WITH LONG- 
WINDED INTERVENTIONS FROM REPRESENTATIVES OP 13 UN AND 
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8 MULTI-LATERAL ARAB ORGANIZATIONS ATTENDING CONFERENCE. 
RESULT WAS MUCH ORGANIZATIONAL SELF- JUSTIFICATION ON 
PART OF LATTER SPEAKERS AND LITTLE DISCUSSION OF 
FINANCING SPECIFIC NEW ACTIVITIES OR OTHER POSSIBLY 
CONTENTIOUS ISSUES. NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER 
REFERRED TO BY YUGOSLAVIA DURING OPENING SESSION ALSO 
DESAPPEARED FROM DEBATE. UNDP ASSISTANT ADMINISTRATOR 
STIG ANDERSEN PROVED HELPFUL BY EMPHASIZING THAT TCDC IS 
BEST LOOKED AT AS A PHILOSPHY WHICH SHOULD PERVADE 
ALL THE ACTIVITIES OF ORGANIZATIONS CONCERNED WITH 
DEVELOPMENT RATHER THAN AS A JUSTIFICATION FOR SETTING 
UP NEW BUREACRATIC ORGANISMS. 
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PARIS ALSO FOR USMISSION TO OECD BRUSSELS ALSO FOR USMISSION TO EC 

3. US DELEGATE HAD OPPORTUNITY TO DISCUSS OUR POSITION 
OUTLINED REE A, C AND D IN VARYING DETAIL WITH ANDERSEN, 

ECWA SECRETARY GENERAL MOHAMMED SAID AL-ATTAR, EGYPTIAN 
PLANNING MINISTER AND ECWA/TCDC CONEERENCE DEPUTY SECRETARY GENERAL 
MEGUID, CONEERENCE CHARIMAN (AND KUWAIT FOREIGN MINISTRY 
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ECONOMIC AEFAIRS DIRECTOR) AMBASSADOR SADDAH, AND 
KUWAIT DELEGATION HEAD AND CONFERENCE ORGANIZER NAIMA 
SHAYJI. ALL WERE QUITE RECEPTIVE TO US POSITION AND 
RESULTS OE CONEERENCE INDICATED THAT THEY SUCCEEDED IN 
AVOIDING DISCUSSION NIEO, PREEERENCES AND OTHER 
POTENTIALLY CONTENTIOUS ISSUES. ANDERSEN TOLD US 
DELEGATE THAT KUWAIT CONEERENCE, IN HIS VIEW, WAS THE 
MOST PRODUCTIVE OE THE EOUR REGIONAL ECONOMIC COMMISSION 
CONEERENCES HELD. 

4. ONE POSSIBLE PROBLEM AROSE MAY 28 WHEN US DELEGATE 
OBTAINED COPY OP DRAPT RECOMMENDATIONS BEING CONSIDERED 
BY ECWA DRAFTING COMMITTEE. PARAGRAPH II OF DRAFT 
CALLED ON DEVELOPED COUNTRIES TO "TRANSPER ALL PORMS 

OP SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY AND, IN PARTICULAR, OP 
ADVANCED TECHNOLOGY.. ..TO OTHER DEVLOPING COUNTRIES 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY INTER- 
NATIONAL INSTITUTIONS, UNCTAD AND THE GROUP OP " 

DCS WERE CALLED UON TO DO THIS "BY REMOVING THE RESTRICTIONS 
IMPOSED THEREON UNDER EXISTING LEGISLATION IN THE 
DEVLOPED COUNTRIES". WEST GERMAN AND UK DELEGATES 
AGREED WITH US DELEGATE THAT WORDING OP SUCH A RECOMMENDATION 
COULD CAUSE US DIPPICULTIES BECAUSE OF I) 

REFERENCE TO ALL RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY UNCTAD AND THE 
GROUP OP 77 AND 2) CALLING POR REPEAL OF LEGISLATION 
IN OUR RESPECTIVE COUNTIRES COVERING ALL ADVIANCED 
TECHNOLOGY, WHICH COULD INCLUDE, FOR EXAMPLE, ATOMIC 
TECHNOLOGY. US DELEGATE REAISED THESE CONCERNS WITH 
CHAIRMAN OP DRAPTING COMMITTEE, EGYPTIAN PLANNING 
MINISTER MEGUID, EVENING OP MAY 28. MORNING OP 29TH, 

HIS ASSISTANT GAVE US COPY OP REVISED RECOMMENDATIONS 
WITH COMMENT "I THINK YOU WILL LIKE THEM". PARAGRAPH 
IN QUESTION HAD BEEN CHANGED TO DROP "THE 'BEPORE 
RESOLUTIONS, MAKING REPERENCE TO UNCTAD AND GROUP OF 77 
RESOLUTIONS MORE GENERAL AND LESS EXCLUSIVE. REFERENCE 
TO REMOVAL OP DC COUNTRY RESTRICTIONS ON TECHNOLOGY 
LIMITED OEEICIAL USE 
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TRANSFER HAD BEEN DROPPED. 

5. ALTHOUGH NOT MEMBERS OE ECWA, BOTH TURKEY AND EGYPT 
SHOWED UP IN SURPRISING STRENGTH. EGYPTIAN PLANNING 
MINISTER MEGUID LITERALLY WROTE MOST OE THE RECOMMENDATIONS. 
EOUR-MAN TURKISH DELEGATION EROM ANKARA WAS LED 
BY FOREIGN MINISTRY ECONOMIC EEEAIRS DIRECTOR 
METIN KARACA, WHO EMPHASIZED THAT ALTHOUGH TURKEY WAS 
A MEMBER OF ECONOMIC COMMISSION FOR EUROPE, IT ELET 
ITSLE VERY MUCH A PART OF ECWA REGION AND WISHED TO 
COOPERATE MOST CLOSELY WITH COUNTRIES IN THE AREA. 

RUSSIANS AND THEIR FRIENDS, THE IRAQIS AND SOUTH 
YEMENIS, WERE REMARKABLY QUIET, THE RUSSIANS MAKING NO 
COMMENT AT ALL THROUGHOUT MEETINGS AND THE IRAQIS AND 
SOTH YEMENIS CONEING THEMSELVES TO BLAND TECHNICAL 
QUESTIONS. WHEI.E MANY DELEGATIONS CALLED FOR MORE 
TECHNICAL COOPERATION BETWEEN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, BOTH 
KUWAIT AND NORTH YEMEN EMPHASIZED THAT THIS SHOULD NOT 
IN ANY WAY SERVE AS JUSTIEICATION FOR ANY REDUCTION IN 
ASSISTANCE EROM THE DEVLOPED COUNTRIES. YEMEN'S INTER- 
EST IN SAYING THIS WAS OBVIOUS, BEING A MAJOR AID 
RECIPIENT. KUWAIT APPEARS TO HAVE DOE SO OUT OF CONCERN 
THAT DEVLOPED COUNTRIES WOULD USE TCDC AS A JUSTICIATION 
EOR EURTHER SHIETING OF THE AID DONOR ROLE TO RICH 
LDCS SUCH AS KUWAIT.
